Start Treatment To 
End Rust In Water

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In -a short- time, Antioch 
housewives should have no 
_morc trouble with iron stahy}' 
jn their laundered clothes 
and the other nuisances crc : . 
aled by too much iron in the 
water. 

The Antioch Water Depart- 
ment started adding Aqua- 
dene to the water early this 
week. Aquadcnc is a water 
conditioner concentrate which 
"sequesters" . several miner- 
als, holding tjicin in suspen- 
sion. ' /' • 

Treatment of the water 
with Aquadcnc was selected 
by tiie village hoard in pref- 
erence to the more costly fil- 
tering system first consid- 
ered. After investigation,' the 
hoard believed the filtering 
plant was loo cosily to install 
and maintain. 

When first added to the 
water system, the Aquadcne 
may cause the water to he 
more- rusty than usual- This, 
explains C h a r 1 c s Maple- 
thorpo, is because flic Aqua- 
dene also cleans tiie old iron 
deposits out of the' water 
mains. Once this process is 
•completed, the water, will 
clear up and minerals will no 
longer he deposited In the 
pipes. 

To hasten the clearing-out 
.process on dead cuds, Ma- 
plcthorpe says, the Fire De- 
partment will, have their 
practice sessions with the 
hoses at fire hydrants at the 
dead ends. "The. boys need 
file practice, and there's 
nothing like pumping water 
through the fire, hose to clear 
out the scdiiucn t." says 
"Tod." 

Tho Aquadeno is introduc- 
ed into the water supply at 
wells No. a and 4; Wells 1 
and 2 are used so little nowa- 
days, Tod says, that It's not 
worthwhile to treat them! 

Chlorine was added to tho 
water some time :ago. This 
must he done when any sub- 
stance is added to the water. 
Some of the advantages r t r 
Aquadcne, Tod pointed out, 
is that it: retains its' stability 
at temperatures of over 212 
degrees F., so that It is ef- 
fective in hot water healers; 
,-ilt-aoeB. not .form" curds' when 
'.soap is used; and' it fs harm- 
less to all metals and equip: 
-' incut and Inhibits corrosion. 
As Tod explains it, the 
' Aquadcnc crystals . combine 
~wft h^molcculcsrof-several 
minerals, "coating" the mole- 



cules and holding them sus- 
pended In the water. Tims, 
they are . not deposited on 
chillies, fixtures and pipes. 

The addition of the Aqua- 
dcnc is carefully controlled, 
and tests made of the water

Cost of tiie equipment for 
adding the material was about 
$2,01)0. The monthly cost gf

In Springfield. ' 

When a warning is receiv- 
ed at the State Warning 
Point, a roll call is made to 
Insure that all Primary 
Warning Points have receiv- 
ed the message. Each of 
AhcHo ~St$o- Police • District 
radio stations arc in turn re- 
sponsible for operating their, 
encoders- and warning (he 
sheriff's offices within their 
area. 

All State Police radio sta- 
tions will be equipped with 
encoders -about September 
15, to alert all counties In 
case of emergency. Offi- 
cials of all counties, cities 
(owns,, institutions, hospitals, 
industrial plants and. schools 
will be urged , to install a 
radio receiver equipped with 
a decoder turned lo the 
Slide Police Radio Channel 
in order that those in charge 
at these locations can receive 
warnings directly and take 
appropriate action.

City officials also have the 
responsibility to provide for 
a 24-hour •warning capability. 

The Slate Police arc in- 
stalling "encoders" at each 
District Station. The Sher- 
iff's office can install a "de- 
coder" on their radio receiv- 
er. This eliminates the need 
for someone in the sheriff's 
offiec-hHisten-for-warnlngs. 
When a warning • is to be 
broadcast, the State Police 
will operate "their encoder, 
this will turn on I he spcakei 
in the sheriff's radio receiv- 
er and the warning message 
can 'be heard; v . 

This new encoder .installa- 
tion by the Illinois State Po- 
lice presents an opportunity, 
to all governmental agencies 
as well, as institutions, hospi- 
tals, industrial plants, etc. to 
receive warnings and be 
alerted at the same time the 
sheriff is given the warning 
in case of Severe Weather 
Watches, Severe Weather 
Warnings, local disaslcrs or a 
national emergency. All that 
is necessary in order to re- 
ceive the warnings is to in- 
stall a radio receiver with' a 
proper decoder, or attach a 
decoder on an existing re- 
ceiver.

Warnings Can Save Lives 



Anyone who has ever seen the destruction 
' wrought by a tornado would approve almost any 
expenditure that might lessen the loss of life in 
these disasters. - *• . " 

-There's noway to avoid the loss of property, 
but adequate warning of an impending tornado 
gives people a chance to seek shelter and save 
lives. - ■ 

The State Giyil Defense. Agency has organ- 
ized a plan to relay information on the probable 
course of tornadoes to all communities. It in- 
volves a chain' of command from the State Police 
ilmvn to officials of each 'locality. . j 

Unincorporated sections of Lake County 
have had to rely on reports from Chicago radio 
and TV. stations during the evening hours in the 
past. It stands to reason that these warnings can 
not.be _as effective as local warnings. 

It is not clear whether the State Agency 

- recommends that the sheriff and county board 

— see to it that sirens are installed to reach every 

, section of the county -to warn of tornadoes or 

'' other impending disasters. Such a plan would not 

seem too impractical in- heavily populated Lake 

County, and might well save lives. 

The more thickly populated the county be- 
comes, the greater will be the death toll in any 
disaster such as a toVnado. Any such plan is slow 
to implement and put into 1 complete working' 
order. It is certainly not too soon for Lake County 
to start providing disaster warnings to all its 
residents.

Gases In Illinois 

Four severe polio cases re- 
cently, have, been reported in 
the state, Dr. Frank D. 
Yoder, director of the Illi : 
nois Department of Public 
Health, has announced. 
- All four cases have been 
laboratory confirmed as 
Type II, the less common 
type which often causes par- 
alysis. 1 In three of the four 
cases, it is known that the 
patients had no immunization 
and paralysis is present. The 
fourth case is still under in- 
vestigation. 

Physicians have been alert- 
ed to report any polio-like 
illness among their patients 
to the local health depart- 
ment immediately, so that 
investigation . and diagnosis 
may be hastened.

YOUR DEED MAY DECIDE 
WHO GETS REAL ESTATE 

Do you want your husband 
or wife to become the sole 
owneiv_upon your death, of 
any real estate ~yoiT~own to- 
gether.? 

If so, then be sure the 
deed to the property — such 
as your house and lot— states 
that you and your spouse 
hold it in "joint tenancy." 

Under ,' Illinois law, the 
death of one tenant causes 
all' rights to property held in 
"joint tenancy" to pass to the 
surviving tenant. He or she 
becomes the sole owner with 
all rights to possess or dis- 
pose of the property. Chil- 
dren or creditors of the de- 
ceased have no claim upon it. 

On the other bond, if the 
deed does not expressly .state 
that the real estate is -held in 
"joint tenancy" the owners 
are then considered to be 
"tenants in common." Like 
joint tenants, tenants in 
common own the property 
together, but each . tenant 
owns his interest absolutely 
and can control what happens 
to it. 

Death of a "tenant in com- 
mon" causes his interest in 
the property to pass, not to 
a surviving owner, but to 
the heirs of the deceased 
owner according to his or her 
will. If there is no will, the 
interest passes to the heirs 
as stipulated by Illinois law. 

Thus, if you should prede- 
cease your spouse, he or she 
might get only one-half of 
the house and lot you own in 
"tenancy in common" — the 
half that is already his or 
hers. 

This doesn't mean that it 
is always wise for a husband 
and wife to hold their real 
estate in joint tenancy. Cir- 
cumstances, such as tax con- 
sequences, of holding prop- 
erty in joint tenancy may in- 
dicate that a tenancy in 
common is more advisable. 
Therefore, it would be wise 
to obtain legal counsel con- 
cerning the properly you 
hold or 'plan to purchase 
together.

BEHIND IN MORTGAGE • 
PAYMENTS? YOU STILL 
MAY SAVE THE HOUSE 

Do you stand to lose your 
house if you fall behind in 
your mortgage payments? 

Not necessarily. Your bank 
or other mortgagor may, 
bring foreclosure proceed- 
ings because of your non-pay- 
ment and your house and lot 
may be sold at public auction 
to satisfy the debt, but Illi- 
nois law bestows upon you 
the right to • recover your 
property within a limited 
time. * 

.Foreclosure itself isn't 
automatic even if . you fall 
behind in your payments. 



. Ray Page, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, 
today announced the comple- 
tion of the first comprehen- 
sive survey of the number of 
pupils enrolled in independ- 
ent, , parochial and private 
schools In Illinois. 

The survey, conducted by 
the Division of Finance of the 
Office of Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, , shows 
that 566,359 pupils (approxi- 
mately 21.33 percent) of the 
2,654,048 pupils enrolled ih 
all elementary and secondary 
schools in Illinois, attend in- 
dependent, parochial and pri- 
vate schools. 2.087,669 are 
enrolled in the ' public 
schools.. These figures are 
based on the 1965-66 fall en- 
rollment. 

The survey shows that of 
the 566,359, pupils in nonpub- 
lic schools, 451.161 (22.Wfr\ 
attend elementary schools 
and 115,198 (16,66%)' attend 
secondary schools. Of the 
2,087.689 pupils enrolled in 
public schools, L5 11,275 arc 
enroll e d in kindergarten 



through grade eight, and 
576,414 upil sare enrolled in 
grade nine through grade 
twelve. . Nonpublic school at- 
tendance is based on nursery 
through grade eight for, ele- 
mentary schools and. grade 
for secondary schools, 

The survey shows that 
18,931- teachers arc leaching 
in 1,234 independent, paro- 
chial and private schools. Of 
tliese~13;17fi are elementary 
teachers and 5,759 are sec- 
ondary teachers. There are 
80.470 teachers in the public 
school system. Of these 53,- 
753 are classed as elemen- 
tary poachers and 35,717 its. 
secondary teachers. 

Cook county lias 665 non- 
public schools with an attend- 
ance of 383.721 pupils. ,OT 
these 301,183 atlend elemen- 
tary schools and- 82.303 at- 
tend secondary seliooLs.

If .the sale does not bring 
enough money to pay ofr the 
balance of the mortgage, 
plus court costs, a judgment 
may be entered against you 
for the deficiency. If there 
is excess -money, it is paid 
to you. 

But this is not the conclu- 
sion of the matter.. Illinois 
law provides that if a mort- 
gage is foreclosed and a sale 
is - held by ' tlKT'Court; you 
still may redeem the prop- 
erly al any time within one 
year. To redeem, you must 
pay the person who pur- 
chased the property ' at Hie 
sale the full amount of his 
purchase price plus interest 
at 6 per cent. • 

FORGED OR ALTERED 
CHECK? — BANK MUST 
STAND THE LOSS * 

Who pays if a forged or 
altered check drawn on your 
account is cashed by your 
bank? 

Ordinarily, the bank must 
stand the loss unless it man- 
ages to" '■■ recover, through 
legal action, from the person 
who" forged or altered the 
check it honored. 

Illinois law protects you 
from suffering losses in such 
instances. The bank is ex- 
pected to know the signa- 
tures of its depositors and to 
recognize forgeries no matter 
how clever the deception. 

Also, if it cashes a check 
which was altered to a higher 
amount; the bank is responsi- 
ble for the difference be- 
tween the "tenor" of the 
clieck — the amount for which 
it was originally drawn — and 
tlte amount as altered. You 
can be charged for the dif- 
ference, , only if it can be 
shown that negligence on 
your part invited the, alter- 
ation 



WHAT CUTS TO 
BARBECUE 

What cuts or meal can he * 
used ' for the oul-of-doors 
grill for barbecuing? This is 
dry heal cooking (the other 
is moist heal) which is re- 
served Tor the 'lender cuts. * 

A safe rule is to cook on" 
the grill only those cuts 
which are broiled or roasted 
in * the range. These would 
include such meal items as a 
ham .slice', chops, tender 
sleaks, . ready-to-serve meals 
as well as ground ones like 
hamburgers or lamb patties. 

What about a beef rib 
roast? If it's boneless, it can 
be put on the rotisserle rod. 
When the hones are left in 
the roast it is difficult to bal- 
lance -and— will 'not always 
rotate smoothly. More often 
seen for this type of roasting* 
arc the boneless beef sirloin 
tip and rolled rump or Hie 
rolled chuck cut called Eng- 
lish cut. These are excellent 
for rotisserle roasting if lliey 
are high quality. , 

Boneless pork* loins or 
pork loin rolls are also rotis- 
serle favorites. 

AH out-of-doors roasting 
or grilling (broiling) should 
be done at moderate tem- 
perature, .just as inside. . 

If, possible, use a ther- 
mometer to check on the 
grill temperature as well as. 
the meat roasting thermom- 
eter to determine the done- 
Hess of the meat.

Vaccinating Tor rabies, 
once the animal has been ex- 
posed to the disease, is not 
effective, he spys. . 

Dr. Wawirka said,, "The 
best advice . I can give people 
would be, (lonT buy skunks 
for pets; The incidence of 
rabies in skunks Is high, arid 
this disease is too dangerous 
lo take Utc'i'tok." ' 



inois'Short 
Of Teachers 

-A. serious shortage of 
teachers in Illinois appears 
to be inevitable. . 

Dr.* Harold Gibson, direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Appoint- 
ments at Illinois State Uni- 
versity, says that the short- 
agee is widespread and it Is 
"becoming- obvious that 
many teaching positions will 
not lie filled." 

In a survey of 50 school 
systems, the Bureau found 
that as of Aug 1 only eight 
of the 59 had all the'tcachers 
needed. The remaining. 51 
school systems need to em- 
ploy 320 new teachers if they 
hope to open school with 
complete teaching forces. 

Supl. Lester J. Grant of 
Decatur said, "Some areas, 
such as industrial and voca- 
tional -education, -are-going 
unfilled. .We have had to 
close three high school voca- 
tional classes and two of five 
junior high schools will be 
without a rull time industrial 
arts program.. Willi the mili- 
tary taking teachers there 
there will be a greater prob- 
lem as these men,* now de- 
ferred, are called." • 

The ways school men are 
meeting this emergency is, 
itself, interesting. Clifford 
W. Crone, assistant, superin- 
tendent at Frceport, reports, 
"We are being Torccd lo em- 
ploy part-time, persons 
housewives who feel they 
can't leach full time for fum- 
ily reasons) putting two in 
one elementary position, and 
to persuade retired teachers 
to return to the classroom 
for one more year or teach- 
ing."

News Service 
Washington. D. C. — The 
medicine man — the quack — 
is flourishing in the U. S. 
today, bilking the unwary 
the gullible, the frightened, 
tli'c suffering, the aged of an 
estimated billion dollars a 
year. And what does lie 
give in return for the impe 
and money he extracts? At 
best, useless nostrums. At 
worst, virtually a signed 
deatli certificate since he 
may cause his victim to delay 
prompt medical treatment. 

Alarmed by the propor- 
tions of the quackery prob- 
lem, the Department of 
Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare is sponsoring an 10- 
month study to find out why 
people respond to the wiles 
of quacks whilo^rejecting in- 
formed medical advice. Sev- 
en government agencies are 
participating in the project 
which .will cost almost a 
quarter of a million dollars. 
What is so peculiarly re- 
pugnant about thg quack is 
'that* he-takes- -advantage-of 
those most severely afflicted' 
The cancer victim; the suf- 
ferer from such painful and 
crippling diseases as arthri- 
tis and rheumatism; those 
threatened with blindness; 
and those in pain from a vari- 
ety of other diseases. 

Phycliiatrists warn t h a t 
fear of finding out Hie truth 
about the nature of an illness 
can keep people from seek- 
ing proper medical care. 
The immature man or wom- 
an who needs to cling to an 
all-powerful healer, those un- 
able or unwilling lo face the 
prospect of deatli, the aged 
who long for surcease from 
infirmity, all '»'« potential 
quack victims. 
Common Frauds . 

A recent bulletin of the 
Food and Drug Administra 
lion listed some of the lead 
ing kinds of-misrepresonta- 
lion and phony health pro- 
ducts and warned against 
their use as a waste of 
money and perhaps valuable 
time in the scientific fight 
against illness: 

There arc no serums, 
drugs, or \ diets, says the 
FDA, which have been prov 
cd effective in curing cancer. 
Caiicer.can be cured or ar- 
rested, the health body 
points out by yearly detec- 
tion and treatment with sur- 
gery, x-ray, radiation, or 
chemotherapy or a combina- 
tion of these by qualified 
physicians. 

As with cancer, there are 
no drugs, devices, or meth- 
ods thai can truthfully . be 
labeled as a cure for arthritis 
and rheumatism. Early treat- 
ment by " physicians can re- 
duce., crippling and pain, 
while delayed medical care 
can result in serious and per- 
manent crippling. 

"An inexpensive blood test 
by your .doctor,'' the FDA 
advises, "will show whether 
yoii need to take an iron 
medicine for 'Hired blood." 
Most people don't. 
Diet Frauds 

; Self treatment should not 
be . attempted. "Tired", blood 
remedies may do harm by 
masking symptoms of dis- 
ease . . , ," continues the 
agency. 

Despite the promises of a 
variety of get-rich promoters, 
tliere is no drug, gadget or 
diet plan that can guarantee 
a 'get slim quick', result for 
the overweight or obese. 
"Overeating Is the . basic 
cause of overweight," "the 



FiiA explains, "and calories 
do count in weight control." 
Careful and proper dieting, 
under a doctor's supervision, 
combined with exercise, are 
best known methods of 
weight reduction.

Vitamin deficiency is a 
rare condition indeed in this 
country, Ihe FDA notes. 
D/iily use of common roods, 
such as vegetables, fruits, 
-milk,, eggs, fish, and whole 
grain, or enriched bread and 
cereals will supply all nutri- 
tional needs.

BEWARE OF HEAT 
STROKE 

If you're a victim of heat- 
stroke (also known as sun- 
stroke), -.your ability to rec- 
ognize and treat it could 
mean the difference between' 
lire and deatli for the pa- 
tient. - ,. ; 

. You see, heatstroke — 
brought on. by overexposure 
to high temperatures or di- 
rect rays of the sun— com- 
pletely, upsets the body's heat 
regulating mechanism, 
In a matter of. minutes, 
sweat glands stop function- 
ing, and the body's tempera- 
ture. rises rapidly ;to 100 de- 
grees and even 'higher. In 
addition, the victim's skin 
becomes ,dry and flushed, 
and he 'usually loses con- 
sciousness. 

Since heatstroke produces 
an extremely high fever,, tiie 
victim may suffer permanent 
damage to his brain, liver, 
kidneys and eventually lapse 
Into a coma, unless youslct 
quickly. 

First, reduce his. fever as 
fast as possible by putting 
him in a tub or ice water or 
covering him with wet sheets 
until medical help arrives, If 
he's conscious, give him 
plenty or liquids, preferably 
hot tea or cofroe. sbul never 
alcoholic beverages. 

Who's most likely lo suffer 
heatstrokes? 

Older people and those 
with, chronic illnesses are 
particularly prone. How- 
ever, people who work in 
industrial plants or laun- 
dries — where I hey are con- 
tinually exposed to excessive 
heat— may encounter it" toft. 

These groups are also sus- 
ceptible to another less ser- 
ious illnoss T ~hoat "exhaustion. 
■While heat exhaustion is 
less serious, it is caused by 
conditions similar to those 
of heatstroke — prolonged 
heal and overexposure to the 
sun. .Overexertion is. often 
lnvdlved~~~too: — That's— why 
overactive individuals such 
as fishermen- and gardeners 
are more likely Id be ovei- 
come- than the fellow who; 
merely takes it easy. 

The symptoms of heal ex- 
haustion are almost the exact 
opposite of. heatstroke. Sweat 
glands, become overactive, 
causing the victim to per-

CURABLE DISEASE 

Most people -have' "cancer- 
phobia" in. regard 'to* -skin 
problems. They're afraid to 
have, a growth ,moIe or blem- 
ish checked for- fear it may 
he cancerous, 

Fortunately their fear is 
usually groundless. For>cven 
if their blemish is cancerous, 
it's probably 00 per cent 
curable, That's right, cur- 
able! What's more.' it's eas- 
ier to cure- than other types 
of cancer. 

Why? Because there's .the 
great advantage that It can 
be easily seen and diagnosed 
before the condition has pro- 
grossed. And. * since most 
cancers or the- skin DO-NOT 
spread through the blood 
strqam to other organs, they 
are" *hlso easier lo treat. 
Some types can bo destroyed 
with a neiectric needle, then 
curreted (scraped ofO or cut 
out surgically. Others are 
destroyed with x - ray .or 
radium. 

Although anyone in a y 
contract skin cancer, its 
most frequent/ victim's are 
exposed! to the out-of-doors, 
such as farmers, 'seamen and 
policemen. People who are 
constantly exposed to larsjn 
their occupations — roarers, 
tar distillers, etc. — are also 
more vulnerable. .* 

Of courso,[ihe earlier-skin 
cancer is detected, the eas- 
ier it is to cure. So heed 
these signs oT possible skin 
cancer: 

—Any mole "that bleeds, 
changes color, looks irritated 
or increases; incize. Certain 
types of moles, especially the 
dark ones, may -turii__inlo 
cancer too. 

— Wartlike ' growths. Us- 
ually caused by- natural aging 
of the skin, oyer exposure to 
.sunlight or -x-ray, or some 
types of internal medication, 
they frequently appear on 
the. lips, hands, face and 
sometimes on the palms -and 
soles oT the feet. 

— Any sore, pimple or oili- 
er blemish that doesn't heal 
or increases in size.' 

—White spots 'thai occur 
on the lips or in the mouth. 
These spots are often caused 
by heavy smoking, poorly fil- 
led dentures or jagged teeth. 
," — Any bump or lump on 
the skin that increases in 
size. Fortunately this con- 
dition is not necessarily can- 
cerous. But only a physician 
can determine if it's a be- 
nign cyst or other non-can- 
cerous' condition.

Proper fit, according 
to the experts, is the cardinal 
consideration. Here are ten 
otliers"that the company sug- 
gests for both you and your 
children. 

1. Don't wear the same 
shoes' every day." Alternate, 
so that they get an airing 
and perspiration dries. Rota- 
tion also helps preserve 
shape and gives you greater 
comfort. 

2. To minimize perspira- 
tion — one of the biggest 
threats to foot comfort — feet 
should be washed and dried; 
thoroughly, especially .be 
tween the toes. 

•3. Clean socks or stock- 
ings arc another daily must. 
You may also find it bene- 
ficial to change shoes twice 
a day if you walk or stand for 
.long .periods or if you have a 
.perspiration problem. ... 

4! Overshoes and rubbers, 
if too small, may mark the 
shoe. Have rubbers fitted to 
shoes similar in size and 
style to the ones with which 
they'll be worn. 

5. Store shoes where they 
will slay, dry an d in suitable 
wooden shoe trees. 

6. Avoid drying wot shoes 
near heat or in direct sun- 
light — it may cause them to 
stiffen. 

7. Regular polishing 
makes shoes last longer and 
also helps retain their ap- 
pearance. Keep shoes clean 
by wiping them occasionally 
with a cloth. 

8. Maintain shoes In good 
repair. Be especially prompt 
about having the heels 
straightened.
